Judge Orders Jury Take Walk 
Before Beginning Deliberatien 

In One of Virginia's Most Noted 
Murder Trials. 



Chesterfield C. H., Va.» ^ ♦ 

Three minutes less than an hour the 
jury deliberated and then after first 
ballot they filed into the little court 
room and pronounced Henry Clay 
Beattie, Jr.. guilty of the murder of his 
wife, Louise Owen Beattie, as charg- 
ed in the indictment. Murder in the 
first degree was what the Indictment 
charges. After the verdict had been 
read. Judt2;e Watson sentenced the 
young man to be removed to the state 
PMiitentiary on Oregon Hill. Rich- 
mond, and on Friday, the 24th day of 
November, between sunrise and sun- 
set, that his life be taken in the man- 
ner prescribed by law. The Virginia 
law prescribes the electric chair. 
Jury Given Short Walk. 
When l.ouis O. Wendenburg. chief 
commonwealth prosecutor, had finish- 
ed his summing up nothing remained 
to be done then but for the Jury to 
retire to the little Juryroom ever the 
courtroom and take with them the 
fate of the wh^te^aced youth who had

sat in an unchanged position during 

the two and a half hours that the 
lawyers had been building up, bit by 
bit, the incriminating evidence that 
was to weigh against him in the 
minds of the 12 Chesterfield termers 
in their box. 

Judge Watson whispered for a min- 
ute to his clerk and then he directed 
that Sheriff Gill take the jury for a 
stroll around the courthouse green. 
"Let them get a little exercise. Mr. 
Sheriff," the court directed, "btfore 
they retire to the juryroom to delib- 
erate upon this important matter.** 

Judge Watson had whispered to 
Clerk Gogbill that he did not want to 
have the jury retire immediately 
upon the closing of the prosecutor's 
speech. If by chan>ce they should re- 
turn a quick verdict their action- 
might appear to be too precipitate 
and possibly influenced by the pas- 
sionate peroration that had concluded 
Wendenburg^s speech. 

Fifty-seven minutes passed. Then 
above the low hum of conversation in 
the still crowded courtroom, three 
knocks on the floor of the room over- 
head sounded — three muffled kiioeks. 

"The jury haa knocked," the excit- 
ed whisper siNread through the court- 
room. A deputy ran down stairs from 
the cubbyhole up under the eaves, 
where the 12 men sat behind a lock- 
ad door, and told Sherift Gill that the 
jury had knocked. Ba^ in 1754. 
rvhen the old courthouse was built, 
hat custom was established. A jury 
vnocked when it had. reached its da> 
vision. 

Then Judge Watson, who had been 
smoking a -cigar out under the gath- 
ering shadows beneath the great 

white oak, walked in ^and took his 
seat on the bench. Those spectators 

vho had dared to leave the court 
room, believing that the jury would 
out far into the night, scrambled 
rantlcally for their places, which 



were already filled. A deputy passed 
around and lit four kerosene lamps 
in their bracketa and oaa «tt tha 
Judge's desk. 

8Mence Prevailed. 

For many long minutes there was 
not a sound in the packed room. A 
few benches away from the bar where 
the lawyers sat were done packed 
rows of faces all streaked and shad- 
owed fantastically in the lamplight. , 

Henry Beattie sat with his hands 
folded on the table before him, per- 
fectly immobile, his face toward the 
Judge's seat. It was sharpened in 
outline and the peculiar feline ex- 
pression about the eyes was height- 
ened by the wideness of the pupils, 
and the thin, in-drawn lines that 
stretched straight from the bridge of 
the nose. Excitement glittered in his 
eyes. The month waa drawn ia so 
that only a slight d«rk amvdga mark- 
ed its position. 

Sheriff Gill's pugnadoaa chl.i whis- 
kers showed over the head of the 
nethermost men who blo^ed ihe aisle 
to the stairs; the man was paaliad 
aside and then the sheriflF marshaled 
his 12 men through the pack and to 
their seats over in the corner behind i 
the judge's desk. i 

Judge Watson instructed the clerk j 
to call the roll of the Jury. He did j 
so. Then, "Mr. Beattie, stand up," ' 
the court directed, and Beattie arose i 
in his place. He rested one hand on 
his hip, arm akimbo, and the other 
hand he put. fist clea^ied.oii the table 
before him. The lamp over his head 
showed that all the blood had fied 
from those tightened knuckles, but in 
the face not a quiver, and the eyes 
were steady. j 

"Gentlemen of the Jury, look upon | 
the prisoner. Prisoner, look upon the , 
jury," the clerk chanted in the old 
formula of dread. Then, "Gentlemen 
of the jury, have you reached a Ter- ! 
diet?" the clerk asked. | 

A single muffled answer. "Tes." | 

"What Is that verdictr ''Gailty— | 
guilty— guilty— guilty." i 

No foreman spoke, but all of the 
12, nearly in unison. The succession 
of their short chopped Iterations 
smote the silence ponderously. 

At that very se co n d a puff of wind 
from the nearby windows smote the 
flame in the lamp on the judge's 
desk. The flame elongated into a 
streaky flare, then went out. Out in 
the horse shed by the coarthonse 
green a mule dreaming of his straw 
bed and long delayed oats raised his 
voice into a quivering scream that 
rasped and rasped, then was still. 

W. L. Burgess, who was nearest to 
the Judge, handed up the folded in- 
dictment which had been taken with 
the Jury Into the juryroom. Across 
the back of it was written the words, 
"We, the jury, find the defendant 
guilty as charged in the indict- 
ment.'* 

Jury Sent Back. 

The jurv' having failed to indicate 
the (io^ree of murder they were sent 
back to their room. The Judge told 
Seattle's coonsel to have hiss set 
down. When the son took his seat, 
he looked not at his father nor at his 
counsel. The father sat with eyes 
tight sliut. His hand slipped over 
the back of the prisoner's chair and 
the fingers wavered §9. if undecided,; 
whether to touch the back of the ad- : 
judged murderer. They did not. 

The jury was away many minutes, 
and when the jurymen filed back 
into their places the clerk ordered 
the prisoner to stand and once more! 
demanded of the Jury if they had I 
reached a verdict. This time the Jury j 
handed up their finding of "guilty" of j 
murder in the first degree, as charg- j 
ed in the indictment. | 

Judge Watson lifted his eyes ftrom i 
his desk and saw Beattie still stand- j 
ing, one arm akimbo, and tho white 
face all puckered in the lamp's | 
shadow. i 

"Sit down, Mr. Beattie," he said. 
Then he turned to the jury and 
thanked th«m for the faithful service 
of three weeks that they had ren- 
dered to the county. He dismissed ! 
the jury with a wave of his hand, 
but still they kept their seats. 
Motion Overruled. 

Attorneys for the defense thon mov- 
ed that the verdict be set aside as 
contrary to law and the evidence, 
which was promptly overruled by the ; 
court. A motion for a stay o' execu- 
tion was also oTermled and Judge 
Watson, after a lengthy address to 
the prisoner, sentenced him in the 
following language: 

"The judgment of this court is that 
you be transferred to the state peni- 
tentiary and that between sunrise and 
sunset on Friday. Nov. 24. your life 
be taken in the manner prescribed by 
law; and may God have mercy on 
your soul, sir." 

The Judge finished. Beattie still 
faced him with his cat-like eyes un- 
winking. When the last words fell 
from Judge Watson's lips the pris- 
^ner bowed s.tiflly. as if he would say 
|i tenderloin slang, "I get you. 
Judge." 

When Jailer Bill Cogbill. who had 
been standing very close to the pria* 

oner during all these proceedings, 
stepped forward and tap'^ed Beattie 
on the shoulder. He arose mechanic- 
ally, and with his father following at 
his elbow, he walked through the 
door and down the little path to the 
jail behind the courthouse. Once out 
on the ground the father's arm slip- 
ped around the waist of the condemn- 
ed murderer and wOTds were Whla 
pered into his ear.
